But when there was no teme⸗ 
dy, they determyned the ſtate ofthe matter, as they | 
call it: vpon the which, was ſuch a contention,as the 
w pter hereot, neuer he ard a moꝛe foolyſhj thing.

man being bent to pleaſe his audience, and pzapſe his 
eloquence. Ind after thecommingof Anatolius, moze 
— — ot Xerxes, and the petyll res 
dounding, not to the Greacians , but to — 
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allother, among whome, was Himerius of Bythinia, nimerw of 


an D2atour , tooke 
wyttes, in the ſtate ofthis matter. This Himerius * 
was not knowne to the wꝛyter, but by his Bookes. 
Proæteſius truſting to his witte and knowledge, was 
ſtraunge among them, and tolde no man his opini⸗ 
on. orden 


When Anatol ius had done his Ceremonies in A- 
thens, he commaunded the Oꝛzatours to begyn theit 
diſputation . Then euety man ſought to pzcuent o⸗ 
ther in the oſte ntation ofthrir wytte. So ambitious 
a ttt ature is man. Anatolius laughed at them, that 
ſought to pleaſe their Schollat s. and pitied their Pa⸗ 
rents, that had put them to ſuch Teachers. 

Then he called Proæreſius Which was onely left 
got famtliaritie of Anatolius men, and learned 
meaning ol all the purpoſe . The which thing ( as 
the wꝛytet ſayde befoze) was to be laughed at)being 
ofno moment, no2 any rewarde of victoꝛy pzopoun- 
ded, yet Proæreſius dbeytd, as ſoone as he was called. 
And ſpake ſo aptiy and eloquentiy to the thing, that 
Anatolius leapt out of his ſcate , and the audience 
was carted to cries, and there was none but thought 
him a God in ſpeache . So as Anatolius eſteemed 
him very much, and as foꝛ the reſt, f thought 
them woꝛthy his table. Fo2 he was and 
fine in talke at Feaſts, and there was no meale with 
out ſome purpoſe and learning. Thele happened long

But when they were at it, Hel 
leſpontius Was ſo rapte, as he lelt all to abyde with 
Chryſanthius, ànd learned lpke a poung man, and re⸗ 
pented he had loſt ſo much tyme, and was ſo olde, be⸗ 
koꝛe he had taſted of ſo healthfull doctrine, So whol⸗ 
ly dyd he geue his minde to him. 

Chryſanthius would be let blood, as he was woonk: 
when this w2pter was pꝛeſent, as he commaunded. 
When the Phiſittans agreed that he ſhoulde ſtrpke a 
vaine, he attended to ſee it done actoꝛdingly . Ind 
affyꝛmed that it was raſhiy and vnaduiſedly done, to 
take ſo much blood, and tommaunded him to be ſtop⸗ 
pcd.Foz this w2pter was not of Phiſicke. 
Hellelpontius hearing of it, cameingreat and 
chyding, as in a great oſfence, that ſo much blood 
ſhoulde be taken from ſo olde a man.
